SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE CALL- 
ED FOR THIS WEEK-

Bradley on last Friday issued 
his long expected proclamation call- 
ing the legislature together in a spe- 
cial session to increase the tax rate, 
■lect a Senator and euact a lot of par- 
tisan measures in the hope that Re- 
publican misrule in the State maybe 
perpetuated. 
The proclamation is as follows: 
State of Kentucky, Exeeutira De- 
irtment - Whereas, the last general 
sembly of lb* C inMBOBftMlth of 
Bniueky fail-ii t.i I BBCt lairs neces- 
sary to the greater safety and pro 
tection of life and property against 
mob violeuce. 

Whereas, said body likewise failed 
tn provide for the payment of the 
floating debt, necessary expenditieaefi 
of government and appropriations: 
the curtailing of expenses, the eco- 
nomical administration of public af- 
fairs and the passage of much other 
needed legislation, by reason of all 
Which expenses are not diminished, 
the revenue of the State wasted, its 
npaired aud human life and 
property denied proper protection. 

Therefore, I regard this as an ex- 
traordinary occasion, and by virtue 
of the authority conferred upon me as 
r of said commonwealth, 
hereby convene the general assembly 
" :said at Frankfort, the seat of 
government, where it will meet on 
the 18th day of March, 1896, to con- 
a iiessiou as much as sixty 
days. 

The subjects to be considered by 
said body are as follows: 

First— The prevention of mob vio 
lence, the punishment of those engag- 
ed iu same and the protection of life, 
limb and property. 

Secou.l— The curtailing of salaries, 
fees, expenses and costs in each and 
every branch of the public service, 
insuring of speedy trials aud verdicts 
aud preventing the burdening of the 
appellate and circuit court dockets. 

Third -Amending the crimiual law 
concerning grand larceny, embezzle- 
ment and obtaining money uuder 
false pretenses. 

Fourth— Allow ing the State inspec- 
tor and examiner to employ a stenog- 
rapher and providing compensation 
for same. 

Fifth— Providing for the payment 
of* the floating debt, current expenses 
aud necessary appropriations, made 
and to in- made for the State. 
PENITENTIARY REFORMS. 
Sixth— Abandoning the penitentia- 
ry at Eddvville and providing neces- 
sary workshops, cells, machinery, etc., 
at Frankfort penitentiary; or, if this 
be not deemed proper, providing the 
necessary workshops, machinery, etc., 
at each of said penitentiaries. 

Seventh— The adoption of such leg- 
islation as may be necessary to pro 
vide for the building or purchase of a 
house, or houses of reform, amending 
or changing the law in regard thereto, 
and providing for the confinement of 
persous mentioned iu the act creating 
such houses, in any place other than 
e penitentiary. 

Eighth. — Thoroughly amending, 
changing aud revising the election 
laws. 

Ninth- Providing that all elections 
for bchool trustees shall be held by 
secret ballot.

PORTUGUESE PAPERS. 

Primldve Journalism of tha Li. tie 
Kingdom— Some Odd Ti las. 

There uro fewer than fifty news- 
papers published In the entire king- 
dom of Portugal, tho population of 
which is nearly 5,000,000, or about 
tho same aa that of Pennsylvania, 
in which the total number of news- 
papers published is 1,433, says 
the Now York Sun. Journalism in 
Portugal is conducted on a some- 
what primitive plan, and the news- 
papers of Portugal have not only a 
primitive aspect, but, somewhat 
primitive titles as well. The weekly 
newspaper having the largest cir- 
culation in the kingdom is the Pon- 
tos Nos. II, which means literally in 
English Tho Dot on the Eye. It is 
published in Lisbon. Another Lis- 
bon paper is called the Island, 
though why it has a geographical 
designation is not altogether clear. 
The medical journal of Lisbon is 
called the Contemporary Surgeon. 
Tho City of Oporto, better known to 
many Americans than Lisbon, the 
capital, has a number of daily pa- 
pers, the chief one of which it 
Actualidade. It is not the only 
Oporto journal with a peculiar 
name. There Is another daily, 
claiming a circulation of 20,000, the 
title of which is Pes do MftV/O, which 
is Portuguese for the tenth of 
March. Still another daily paper of 
Oporto is called the Primerro de 
Janeriro, otherwise tho first of 
January. The humorous paper of 
Oporto is O Sorvete (the Sherbet) 
and three other daily papars of the 
same city are known as A Lucta, A 
Palavara. and A Justica, otherwise 
the Light, the World and Justice. 
There is one daily paper published 
at Valencia, in Portugal, called the 
Country, and one in Lisbon called 
the Atlantic. In Coimbra, One of 
the oldest of Portuguese cities and 
long known as the seat of a univer- 
ity founded in 13;)d, there is one 
daily paper called the News. 

Tho theory upon which Portu- 
guese papers aro conducted appears 
to be that they should be, above all 
things else, vivacious, and it i3 for 
this reason, perhaps, that weekly 
papers are at a discount in Portugal, 
the favorite plan being to divide 
what would be in the United States 
the contents of a weekly paper into 
sevenths, and publishing it on the 
installment plan, so to speak, every 
day, and ' excluding from its 
coiumns, so far as possible, any- 
thing so sensational as what is 
called "the uncorroborated news." 
A fair aud proper substitute for 
news is found in jocose and harmless 
allusions to the appearance of 
individuals, such as are contained, 
for instance, iu the Voz do Povo 
(the Voice of the People). In Lis- 
bon there is published a journal 
called the Public Interest, which 
makes a feature of book reviews. 
The Liberal Circlo ia a political or- 
gan of the more radical opponents 
of the local government. Another 
daily paper in Lisbon is called O 
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"It is said, " remarks the Medical 
Times, "that 95 per coat, of visual 
hallucination In. delirium tremens 
consists of snakes or worms, in one 
form or another.

A Rare Sport Enjoyed by iho

Its ; >as >n is thai lime 
of year when the harvest is over, 
and tho corn under "thin k and 
rape," when the long nights are 
coming on and the farm lads nl 
leisure. Then the salmon and tho 
large trout bore their way in great 
numbers upwards from I he sen to 
spawn on tho gravel beds of tho 
shallowest streamB they can pene- 
trate; and when the autumnal rains 
bring on a spate, and the glancing 
summer rivulet, which threaded its 
way almost invisibly down the mid- 
dle of a wide, rock-strewn course,, 
swells and spreads over the channel, 
they ascend to what might appear 
almost an impossible height. But 
the waters fall almost as rapidly ak 
they rise, and the fish are suddenly 
imprisoned ia deep pen!-, maroo«$9 
as o»o might say (whoever knows a 
mountain stream is aware of tbe 
numerous holes worn out by its tin, 
cascades). Hero is a chance not t 
be missed. The laborer, irampin 
home at dusk, sees a well-know 
pool literally black with fins. Th 
fish, too, are far superior in size to 
any that he has a chance of taking 
with his "wand'' in summer; for an 
anglers basket in these regions con 
tains more trout under than over 
half a pound; and these monsters 
run from four to ton pounds! Is it 
in human nature — the human nature 
of the border rustic— to refrain? By 
the powers, no! The fish shall not 
wait for a new flood to wash them 
out to sea again! 

It would be easy to get them all 
with a single cast of a net, but our 
yokel has not one. Experience has 
taught him that nets tell tales. A 
net needs to be dried after use, and 
a salmon net exposed on a hedge (as 
a part of his wife's washing) would 
breed more than suspicion. Even 
to hide a. thing of that bulk is not 
easy, and its weight, when it is 
damp, makes it hard carrying. The 
instrument that he employs is at 
once tho commonest, the deadliest^ 
and the most effective in the lish 
poacher's armory. On the border it 
is called a "cleek," and it is shaped 
like a fish-hook— a fish-hook from 
four to six inches in diameter. It 
used to be barbed, but some genius 
discovered that in the hands of 
expert the "otter" or barb could be 
done without, while a big barb 
gashed the salmon, so that its r 
ner of capture was unmistakable. 
Now, the cleek is a very adaptabli 
weapon. For the purpose in view it 
is fitted Lo a wooden handle, and 
used simply as a gaff. If a man be 
greedy, and the pool small, as like 
as uot ho keeps his own counsel 
and, hastening away for his cleek, 
come* back alone to make his bag. 
An amusing exposure of this method 
occurred two years ago. Unfortu- 
nately for the well-known hand con- 
cerned, it was impossible for him to 
roach his cottage, which stood iu o 
considerable village, except by pass- 
ing tho police station, and how was 
he to carry stones of fish without 
being observed? This was the plan 
be made. Ho strung the trout to- 
gether by running a rope through 
the gills and out of the mouths ol 
them; then he flung them on his 
back; then he put on his coat above, 
and passed the rope across his chest. 
But as he was climbing the brae, 
close to the police station, the rope 
slipped up to his throat, and he 
found himself between the devil and 
the deep sea. If he stopped to re- 
adjust it, suspicion would be aroused; 
if he went on, the weight of his 
burden threatened strangulafton.

MARRIES ELOPING COUPLES, 

"'Bristol's Matrimonial Mecca"—* 
Parson with a Business Head. 

Rev. A. H. Burroughs, commonly 
Inowu as "Parson" Burroughs 
•who keeps tho Nickels house, just 
across the Virginia state lino in 
Bristol, Tonn., established a matri- 
monial altar there seven years ago 
tor the benefit of eloping couples 
*rom Virginia. The Virginia laws 
regulating marriage make it impos- 
aible for miners to marry in the 
"state without the consent of parents 
W guardian. This provision has re- 
•ulted in a fruitful business for 
iParson Burroughs, and has given 
to his house tho title of "Bristol' 
;Matrimoniai Mecca." Since he es 
tablished an altar id connection 
-with his hotel business, whether the 
guests were many or few, Parson 
Burroughs lias bean abie to live 
comfortably. 

During tho seven years that this 
altar has been in existence Bristol's 
unique old minister, who preaches 
at the Baptist mission every Sun- 
day night, has officiated in the 
marriago of Gin eloping couples 
from Virginia and West Virginia, 
and with this remark nfflo record ho 
considers that hi s business is yet in 
its infancy. Parson Burroughs has 
.made upward of $2, 00 J out of this 
busiue'is. Tho large number of 
marriages at which hp has officiated 
includes some exceedingly romantic 
affairs. He baa unUeJ couples 
under a great variety of conditions. 
Many of these, couples have been 
weli-lo-do, while others nave been 
quite poor. An instance frequently 
occurs where the bride la only 15 or 
16 years of age, whilo the groom is a 
widower of from 40 to 50 years. 
Again, sometimes it is just the re- 
verse, the groom being a mere 
youth who has allowed the cunning 
of some frisky old widow to entrap 
him.
